pied by Soviet troops (component units of the 26th Gds Mecz Div?). 


gS According to available information, the "LIEGNITZ amy headquarters" 
is the Hq Sixty-Fifth Army (or Seventh Mecz Army) or the Hq Northern 
Group of Forces. 


The observed Polish troops probably belonged to the <5th ‘Inf Regt/ 
LOth Inf Div waich has been known in BRIESSLAU since January 1949, 
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
